Iris was a 
member of DXCC Honor Roll, president of the Yasme Foundation and a past president of the 
Northern California DX Club. She was inducted into the CQ DX Hall of Fame in November, 
1976. OPDX and the members of NODXA, along with many DXers throughout the world will 
never forget the many QSOs/memories she had provided over the years. Dxers have lost a rare 
one!
